It is of interest 
to note, therefore, that in England a 
bell has been invented which is claimed 
to obviate all these difficulties. 
This 


bell, as we find it described, is not cast, 
but made of metal, bent or spun to 
shape. A bell may be made of several 
pieces and hard soldered together. The 
S 


cculiarity of the result, is that the 
ells give an astonishing volume of 


sound. A bell weighing three and one- 
half pounds ffives quite as much sound 
as a cast bell of ten times its weight, 
and tho tone is very pure and true. The 
vibrations last twenty-five seconds, and 
tho overtones or harmonics aro quite 
perceptible. The inventor guarantees 
to produce a bull weighing one ton 
which shall be as musical and efficient 
as an ordinary bell of twenty tons. Va- 
rious attempts have been made to use 
sheet metal for bells, but they have all 
failed hitherto; and the reason why the 
inventor has attained an unprecedent- 
ed success seems to be that he has hit 
on a peculiar alloy, which appears to 
possess some remarkable properties. 
It is well known that ordinary bell 
metal is hard and brittle. In the pres- 
ent ease, however, a method has been 
discovered by wbieh a bell metal is pro- 
duced which will be resonant in a very

The History of Steel Feus, 


A Human melal pen has been found 
it Aosta, not. a mere stylus, but a bronze 
)cn slit, and there is some evidence of a 
pen or reed of bronze nearly as early 
the invention of printing in the ...- 
teenth century. A hundred years a«o 
some steel pens were made iu Uirmiii"- 
liuui by Mr. Hnn-ison for Dr. .Priestly, 
aridsomn of them passed into the hands 
of Sir Joseph Mason in his early days 
with Mr. Harrison, hut all seems to be 
lost. The first pen of metal of a deli- 
nile date, beyond all (|iiestion, is one in 
a Dutch patent book in 1717. At about 
the same time a polite ode of Pope re- 
fers to a "steel and gold pen," but these 
tverc evidently luxuries only,.and it was 
not until within lifty or sixty years ago 
that metallic pens came more generally 
into use. It was about ISi1! or IR-24 
that the great revolution came by which 
pens were made by a cheaper ' process, 
the hand screw-press, which pierced 
the pens from sheet steel. Previously, 
pens had been made from steel rolled 
into tube fashion, and tho joint formed 
(lie slit; but those required [considera 
We labor to shape them into pen form 
The use of tlie screw-press belongs ti 
the period of John Mitchell, Joseph 
(Jillott and Josiah Mason, but 
on ,t 


careful review of the facts, it seems to 
be clear that John Mitchell has the best 
claim lo be considered as the origina 
introducer of press-made pens. Skin- 
ner, of Shcfliehl, was apparently one of 
tho liriit to cheapen steel pens, but his 
productions were soon surpassed when 
the screw-press was introduced.
